Timbrell spotted the flames 
as he patroled the area and 
turned in the alarm at 4:22

to contact the fire depart­

T h re et 
praised W hitner’s action in 
waking 
the 
families 
and 
th a n k ed

“ Whitner was really the 
first on the scene and was a 
big help to us,” he com 
mented.

the exact address of the fire. 
The departm ent was first 
directed to .Stratford which 
is the next street over. It was

since 1he sky was all lit up.” 
Firem en reported that one 
section of the roof had been 
burned off and the upper 
sto ry roof w as en g u lfed 
w hen they a rriv e d . 
The 
firefighters were able to get 
the blaze under control in 
about 15 minutes but they 
rem ained at the scene for 
about 
90 minutes fighting 
sparks and em bers. 
Threet said the blaze was 


c o n tain e d 
to the house, 
although the house to the 
north had to be wetted down 
because of the flying sparks. 
Sparks w ere also reported a 
block north on Park Blvd. 
Answering the call w ere two 
boosters, two trucks, 
one 
engine, one am bulance, the 
duty crew, (six m en) four 
off-duty fire fig h te rs , an d 
Chiefs Lee Mayfield, Paul 
Mayfield. 
Len 
Rush 
and 
Threet. 
The origin of the fire was 
in the closet bathroom in the 
front of the house, Threet 
said but added that the cause 
of the blaze is as yet un­ 
determined. Arson has not 
vet been ruled out and a 


chemical analysis is due in 
about three weeks.

Polly’s Problem 


D EA R POLLY — I bought a beautiful aqua-colored coat 
at a discount store but it is damaged. There is a faded line 
about two inches wide up one sleeve, around the collar and 
down the other sleeve I thought of spraying fabric dye on 
it. Do you think this would work? — Senior Citizen ANN 
D EA R ANN — I really do not think anything will work on 
your coat except a professional dye job. I would not try the 
fabric spray on the faded spots. You doubtless would end up 
with more trouble than you now have. Sometimes gar­ 
ments so faded have been in store windows where the sun 
hit them. Often we are all so pleased with finding a great 
bargain that we fail to give it a thorough going over. If 
possible always take such garments (usually they are 
marked “ Sale Final” ) to the daylight. Interior store lights 
do not always show up color imperfections. — POLLY. 


D EA R POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the elastic and gripper 
fastenings at the waist of men’s pajama pants. The elastic 
promptly breaks and the fasteners get so loose they will not hold 
especially if the wearer is large around the waist. Whatever 
happened to those nice old-fashioned drawstrings that were so 
simple, inexpensive and fit all sizes? — MRS J A. 
D EA R PO LLY — Spring brings out the primal urge to clean 
and paint our homes. I would like to pass on some of my pet 
Pointers regarding painting. Dip a new paint brush in linseed oil 
to prevent the paint from becoming imbedded in the bristles. Add 
one ounce vanilla (yes, vanilla) to one gallon of paint and stir 
well. The vanilla does not change the color and can be added to 
both oil and latex paint to eliminate that annoying paint odor. 
Another way to overcome paint odor is to put a pan with about a 
quart of water and two tablespoons ammonia in it on the floor of a 
freshly painted room, close the door and leave it overnight. Wear 
an old pair of socks over the shoes when painting and save spot­ 
ting the shoes and tracking paint. The socks absorb the paint. 
Coat hardware, locks, light switch plates, etc., with a light 
coating of petroleum jelly being very careful not to get the jelly 
on the walls or woodwork. Paint away and when paint is dry wipe 
off the petroleum jelly and have no smears and subsequent 
cleanup. — N ELL. 
D EA R PO LLY — I always hated washing panty hose by hand 
but have discovered that putting the soiled ones in a pillowcase 
and fastening the end together with a rubber band and then 
washing in the machine works beautifully. This saves time and 
bother and there are fewer pulled places in the panty hose. —

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The ‘Miracle Tribe’ Will Ride Again 


H ARLIN G EN , Tex. (U PI) 
— Courtesy of the Con­ 
federate Air Force, a World 
War ll B17 bomber crew will 
be able to relive the old days 
this week 
by clambering 
aboard one of the planes and 
going for a ride. 
Whether the refurbished 
four engine Flying Fortress 
will actually heave into the 
sky 
remained 
doubtful 
today, but the CAF promised 
the crew 
meeting for 
a 
reunion they’d at least get to 
roar down the runway 
In the days of the real 
thing, the crew flew in a B17 
they called the Miracle 
Tribe, seeing action for the 
first time in mid-1943. 
“ We flew over Kiel, Ger­ 
many, that first time as one 
of 56 American bombers,' 
said Jim Harris, co-pilot of 
the crew and now owner of 
an insurance agency in 
Lubbock, Tex. “ Only half of 
the crews made it back We 
had to drop out of formation 
and land at a deserted air­ 
field 
“ We had about IO minutes 
of gas supply left, and while 
on ground the crew counted 
more than IOO bullet holes in 
the plane.’’ 
The Miracle Tribe, a part 
of the 96th Bomb Group of 
the Eighth Air Force, was 
named for its first pilot, 
Andy Miracle, and the fact 
that it was indeed a miracle 
their crew survived its many 
missions. 
Miracle, 
a 
retired 
lieutenant colonel, died last 
year at his home in Avon 
Park, Fla. But the rest of the 
crew is looking forward to 
their 
three-day 
reunion 
beginning Wednesday and 
the special events planned 
by 
the 
( ’A F 
and 
the 
Harlingen 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce. 
The CAF maintains a 
World War II museum and 
several aircraft from the 
war, most in flying con­ 
dition. The B17, however, is 
going through a relicensing 
procedure 
and 
needs 
maintenance. 
“ It’d be that old boy’s neck 
if something happened,” a 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
officer said of the CAF' chief 
at Harlingen airport. “ But 
he said they’d give the crew' 
;i ride for sure on a takeoff 
run down the runway.” 
It will be the first time the 
crew has swung through a 
B17 hatch since returning 
from England after the war. 
Despite the ride, though, 
there’ll 
be 
something 
missing on 
the occasion, 
Harris said. 
“ We had our first reunion 
three years ago in St. Louis, 
and we all know this one w ill 
not be the same without 
Andv,” he said. “ But all the 
men decided to go ahead and 
meet again as we decided in 
St. Louis.

“ It’s all a damn lie,” 
longhorn raiser John Ball of 
Arlington said of stories told 
of 
the 
b re e d ’s 
c h a ra c ­ 
teristics. 
“ I can drive up to my herd 
in my pickup truck, honk the 
horn and shake a sack of 
feed at them and every one 
in the herd will walk up to 
m e,” Ball said. “ I had to 
drive them away from m e — 
they’re that easy to round 
up.” 
The tough breed of cattle 
has its uses, too, especially 
crossbreeding 
with 
exotic 
European beef cattle such as 
Charolais and Simental. 
Christopher Columbus is 
credited with bringing an­ 
cestors of longhorns over to 
North America from Spain 
on his second voyage to the 
continent 
in 
1493. 
The 
anim als were introduced to 
Texas in 
1690 and 
were 
credited —or blamed —for 
bringing mesquite trees to 
the state from Mexico. 
Early missions and ran 
ches in Texas did not always 
survive, but longhorns did 
After the Civil War, millions 
of the beasts roam ed un 
lettered across Texas. 
Ball, who has 225 Texas 
longhorns on 2,000 acres of 
grassland near Jacksboro in 
North Central Texas, says he 
wouldn’t raise any 
other 
One reason he likes them 
is they’re tough. 
“A month ago I put 15 
Barbados sheep on the ranch 
and they lasted exactly two 
w eeks. The coyotes got 
them 
“ But I have to this date not 
lost a longhorn calf and my 
neighbors, who raise other 
breeds, have lost calves,’ 
Ball said. “ If you go out 
there and try to grab one of 
those calves, every animal 
in the herd within hearing 
distance will come to its 
assistance.” 
Raising registered Texas 
longhorns has other advan­ 
tages, he said. 
Longhorn calves are small 
and 
the cows 
have 
no 
problems calving. They are 
m ore fertile 
than 
most 
breeds -each cow in Ball’s 
herd calves at least once a 
year. 
The acreage requirement 
per cow is almost half what 
other. 
beefier 
breeds 
require. A longhorn has a 
genetic resistance to disease 
and parasites and can be 
raised under 
harsh 
en 
vironments, such as West 
and South Texas. 
Ball said longhorns do not 
have to he grainfed as more 
exotic breeds do. which cuts 
down 
on 
expenses con 
siderably. 
“ Those beefier breeds 
from Europe are pampered 
anim als and they can’t make 
it on marginal land,” Ball 
said. 
“ The 
future 
of 
the 
longhorn 
is 
to 
produce 
genetic crosses that 
can 
make it on m arginal land 
and are beefy but less costly 
to raise so the rancher can 
make a better profit,” he 
said. 
Ball said one of the pur­ 
poses 
of 
the 
longhorn 
breeders association is to 
maintain the cattle as a pure 
breed to prevent it nom 
losing its genetic charac­ 
teristics, but it already has 
lost one of its traits. 
“ Those 
an im als 
that 
w alked 
to 
Dodge 
City 
weighed from 800 to 900 
pounds, but it’s not unusual 
to see a steer weighing 1,800 
to 1,900 pounds today on good 
pasture,” Ball said. 
Bail 
said 
presently 
longhorn herds are not large 
enough for the breed to be 
slaughtered and sold strictly 
for beef and mainly it is 
being crossbred to improve 
the longevity and stam ina of 
more exotic breeds of cattle. 
“ As far as I’m concerned 
it’s as tasty as any beef that 
there is, but it’s a m atter of 
preference ” he said.
